atives value of the following variet­ 
ies—Midwest, Wilson, Dunfields, and 
Manehu. 
Air. Arnold has been growing soy 
beans for the past seven years. 
He 
planted his acreage this year 
with 
both a drill and corn planter. 
He 
expects to harvest his beans 
for 
seed and hay. At the time 
of

meeting Thursday he will have 
a 
part of his acreage which he is mak­ 
ing 
into hay in the eoek. 
Many farmers have been

out during the past few years that 
soy beans can be grown to advan- 
vantage for hay and hogging-off.

breeding is resumed. This rapid re­ 
duction is expected to develop into 
an acute shortage where the animals

aveiaye value during the pa t three 
years h a s not changed m u c h .
